1948, I w as actuated by only one 
m otive or purpose, and th at w as 
to bring constructive action in 
a ll m atters affecting county gov­ 
ernm ent,” E asley said.

The house had originally d e­ 
leted th at portion of the bill 
calling for lease of portions of 
two sections for a golf course, 
two sections for developm ent of 
a m unicipal airport and p art of 
section 
14 , (in 
the center 
of 
town) 
for m aintenance of the 
m ineral springs spa and a tra d ­ 
ing post. 
The senate, on the other hand, 
is reported to have passed the 
bill in its en tirety under its 
own 
designated 
num ber 
and 
word now received Indicates th at 
three m em bers from each com ­ 
m ittee conferred to reach 
an 
agreem ent on one bill for its 
presentation 
to th e President. 
The tw o bodies involved were 
the senate com m ittee of interior 
and i n s u l a r affairs and the 
house com m ittee is the sub-com ­ 
m ittee in charge of Indian a f­ 
fairs of the public lands com ­ 
m ittee, headed by Toby M orris 
of Oklahom a. 
It is said th a t the bill, as 
passed by th e house, is declared 
as favorable to m ost of the in ­ 
terested groups in W ashington 
or to those w ho have gone there 
in the interests of its passage 
with th e exception of perm ittees 
living on th e reservation who 
will have to w ait for legislation 
favoring their s t a t u s on the 
lands. In the m eantim e all p er­ 
m its have been declared by the 
bill to rem ain as is until th e 
latter part of 1950, during w hich 
p e r i o d perm ittees will be a l ­ 
lowed to discuss and prom ote 
legislation for th eir protection.

(An Editorial) 


As long as the rank and file continue to follow the type 
of leadership that has dominated the world during the 
past decade, we will continue to have wars, world chaos 
and economic crisis. Peace and prosperity will come only 
when the people stop following false profits. We looked 
forward to a brighter future with the defeat of the dic­ 
tators, only to find th at new leaders were arising with 
theories just as unsound, if not as ruthless. Russian com­ 
munism and British socialism are advanced by false lead­ 
ers who are causing the political and financial troubles 
that beset the world today. 
We find the same dangerous situation developing here 
at home. We lack wise, honest, efficient leadership. And 
who but the people are accountable? They are responsible 
for the men in power. We still have the power of the ballot 
if it were only used wisely. 
Getting still closer home, we are witnessing right here 
in Riverside county the same basic causes of difficulties 
that are going to become worse and worse until the people 
wake up. Our chief governing body has become so influ­ 
enced and dominated by false prohpets that good gov­ 
ernment is rapidly going out the window.

I Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


This may be premature, but 
if my crystal ball doesn't fail me, 
the way it did last November, I 
should tell you now. I have re­ 
servations, bought and paid for, 
on the AMERICA, sailing from 
New York on the 27th of July. 
The trip is about two-thirds 
committee business, and one- 
third personal. I’m the chap who 
gets the jobs that aren't thought 
to be interesting or important.

Bureaucrats and plan­ 
ners don't like independent home 
owners. 


THIS YEAR the chairman gave 


me, among other agencies, the 
A m e r i c a n Battle Monuments 
Commission This agency has 
supervision over 8 cemeteries 
and 11 monuments of World War 
II- If I had space, I'd list them 
with pride. They were christened 
with American blood. 
What did I find? Here was an 
agency which, in ten years, had 
never asked for more than $150.­ 
000 a year, and which had drop­ 
ped during W. W. II as low as 
•$41,000. suddenly putting itself in 
the million dollar class. We gave 
It S1.07S.500 last year, and for the 
current year we will give it $9.­ 
758.000. The record shows that 
S5.000.000 of that was a down 
payment on $48,000,000 t h e 
agency wants in. say. four years. 
I put our statistical clerk on i 
those figures. She finds the I

Our State Legislature 
By JOHN BABBAGE 
Riverside County Assemblyman 


There is probably quite a bit 
of confusion in the minds of 
many people as to the relation­ 
ship between the "Budget” and 
"special appropriations.” A bud­ 
get is generally regarded as an 
estimate of re\enue and a cal­ 
culation of what may' be spent 
on the basis of that revenue. It 
would seem to follow' from this 
that when the Legislature had 
passed the Budget Bill, the fiscal 
problems of the State would 
thereby be taken care of for the 
coming year. Actually, this is far 
from reality. 
Many Assemblymen have quite 
proudly pointed out that the to­ 
tal amount of the Budget Bill as 
passed by the Legislature <$1.- 
035.000.0001 was $15,000,000 less 
than the amount of $1,060,000,­ 
000) recommended by Governor 
Warren in his budget message. 
Since the passage of the Bud­ 
get Bill, however, the Assembly 
has already passed special ap­ 
propriation bills, the estimated 
r^jAtal of which is approximately 
IiVSO.OOO.OOO. iThis does not in­ 
clude the amount for the Campus 
of the University of California 
at Riverside, as this amount is 
to come from reserves set aside 
in previous years for construc­ 
tion purposes.) 
TO MAKE THE PICTURE even 


more unrealistic over $6,000,000 
of the so-called $15,000,000 reduc­ 
tion in the budget w-as the de­ 
letion of items that w-ere to be 
financed from the reserves. Also, 
several items that were elimi­ 
nated from the budget have now 
heen passed as special appro­ 
priations. 
There is n o t h i n g basically 
wrong in reducing the budget 
and then exceeding the amount 
of these reductions by the pas­ 
sage of special appropriation 
bills. The budget is usually so 
constructed that there is some 
excess of estimated State income, 
over and above the total of ex­ 
penditures. As I pointed nut re­ 
cently, the estimated excess of 
income that existed after the 
passage of the budget amounts 
to approximately $20,000,000. All 
of this amount could be used for 
special appropriations. To ex­ 
ceed it will reasonably require 
new' taxes. 
The Legislature certainly at­ 
tempted to keep the cost of gov­ 
ernment as low as possible con­ 
sistent with efficient operation 
of government. The general pub­ 
lic should, however, become fa­ 
miliar with the distinction be­ 
tween the cost of government as 
provided by the budget and the 
additional cost resulting from 
special appropriation measures.

I can 
tell you now. from experience, 
that these resting places are well 
cared for. and you would be 
proud of them. 


Per Pupil Costs 


Soar in County 


Cost per pupil in Palm Springs 
school district increased from 
$211.39 for the 1946-47 fiscal 
year to $225.07 for 1947-48 year, 
California Taxpayers assocation 
reported after a cost study of 
317 larger elementary schools In 
the state. 
Figures for the 1948-49 fiscal 
year are not yet available. 
The big increase in cost for 
1947-48 over 1946-47 in due to the 
50 per cent increase in state 
support for elementary schools 
voted by the people in November, 
1946. and first effective in the 
1947-48 year, the association re­ 
ported. State aid went from $80 
per pupil to $120 per pupil that 
year. 
While the Palm Springs cost 
per pupil is the largest in the 
county, the increase for the 1947­ 
48 year over the previous year 
—$12 per pupil—was the lowest 
in the schools listed, increases in 
other districts ranging from $20 
at West Riverside to $42 per pupil 
In Banning and Beaumont.
